Cotton, 
wool, linen and silk are to some extent 
interchangeable; wood, iron and stone 
are frequently used in lieu of each other, 
but, notwithstanding the scientific re- 
search and discovery of the present agt, 
nothing has been invented to supersede 
or ob viate the necessity f or feather. With 
the single exception of breadstuffs, none 
of the great staples of commerce has 
such a numerous constituency. Every 
inhabitant of the country, without regard 
to age, sex or color or condition in life, 
is to a greater or less degree a consumer 
of it.—Shoe and Leather Keporter. 


Imitations of Old Bronze. 


An excellent imitation of old bronze 


has been introduced in some of the art 
products of that character. It {s well 
known that the repeated applications to 
copper or brass of alternate washes ot 
dilute scetio acid and exposure to tbe 
fumes of ammonia result in a very an- 
tique green bronze; but iv more rapid 
method of producing this beautiful ap- 
pearance lias long been a desideratum. 
It ia now found that this may be accom- 
plished by immersing the articles in a 
solution of one part perchloride of Iron 
in two parts of water, the tone acquiring 


t darkness with' length of immersion, or 


the materials may be boiled in a strong 
solution of nitrate of copper. It is also 
fount, practicable to insure the desired 
effect by immersing the articles in a solu- 
tion of two ounces of nitrate of iron and 
the same quantity of aypogulphiteof soda 
in half a pint of water, drying and burn- 
ishing completing the process,—New 
York Telegram. 


Florida Spongea, 


The finest and best sponges in the 


world are now obtained along tho Flori- 
da Keys. Native Floridiana do the prhr 
cipal gathering. There are some Bahama 


. Islanders also. The sponge fishers are 


called conks. They do not dive, but tear 
rip the sponges with three tined forks on 
long poles. A Greek came down from 
New York a year or so ago and tried 
gathering them by diving, using a regular 
diver's suit, but he made a failure of it. 
The sponges grow rapidly. A bed which 
has been fished clean will be covered 
with a new growth in six months. The 
product amounts to nearly half a million 
dollars annually.—True Flag. 


Odoriferous Flowers of Europe. 


Of the 4,200 kinds of flowers which 


grow in Europe only 430, or 10 per cent,, 
are odoriferous. The commonest flowers 
ore the white ones, of which there arc 
1,194 kinds.

f flowers 77 are odoriferous; of the 828 


red kinds, 84; of the 594 blue kinds, 81;

OF HIS EXPERIENCE. 


The Dead House Not Particularly t7n» 
fjLliealthj-—More Applications for Pofltlon* 


as Helpers Than There Are Voeaoclea. 
Tho late Dr. Hamilton'* Views. 
"Look at me." 
The speaker was a man of medium 


height and rather inclined to stoutness, 
His hair is turning gray, but bis eyes 
were bright and cheery and his face 
glowed with the hue of health. 


"How 
old am I?" 


The writer placed his age at 40 years 


at o venture, though 88 years would 
have been apparently an equally close 
guess. 


"That's what most people take'me for. ] 


I am nearly 49 years old, and have spent 
the last seventeen years of my life in the 
city dead house. Do I look sickly?" 


KILLING BAD ODOKS. 


Albert White, the keeper of the city 


morgue, was discussing the death of 
Joseph Fogarty, for several years the 
assistant keeper, and was indignantly 
denying the widely credited report that 
constant intercourse with the bodies of 
the dead had evil effects upon the health 
of the living. 


T havo employed hundreds of men 


and women here," continued the keeper, 
"since I have had charge of this depart- 
ment, and have never yet had one die 
from the effects of handling dead bodies 
or being constantly among them. Some 
liave died, it is true, but they have only 
themselves to blame for it. I have had 
seven assistant keepers. Fogarty was 
;he last. My first assistant was the 
only man who contracted a disease here, 
and 1 am not quite sure that this is the 
place ho caught it. One day he came 
lown with smallpox, though we never 
lad a case of smallpox in tho building 
to our knowledge. He recovered and is 
now an attendant in the City Insane 
asylum. Fogarty died from heart dis- 
ease. He was born with it. Why, every 
week during the college sessions for 
years Dr. Janeway would have Joe go 
up before his class for examination. 
He had a triple murmuring of the heart, 
so he called it, and ho was one of the 
only cases ever known. When he had 
liis leg taken off there was a consulta- 
tion of twenty or thirty big doctors to 
decide whether they would give him 
ether or not. They concluded ho would 
die if they didn't, and so they gave it to 
:iim and he recovered." 


As the keeper talked tho wind shifted 


;o the east and the breeze that brought 
miniature white caps to the waves that 
slashed under tho city dead houso also 
carried into the office a faint odor from 
the long, low room that extends over the 
river and where the bodies are kept. 


'Smell that odor?" went on Mr. White, 


throwing wide open the door. "Well, 
;hat's all we ever get, and there's noth- 
ing unhealthy in that. It's not alto- 
gether pleasant, I know, but if you didn't 
know what it came from you'd hardly 
notice it, We pack the bodies in red 
carborato of lime. Jhat absorbs tho ani- 
mal moisture. Then we keep the stone 
Joor always wet. That carries oS the 
odor as fast as it is made. That is the 
way we manage to keep healthy." 


"But isn't work in the morgue calcu- 


lated to affect a man's mind more than 
it does his body?" 


"Why 
should it any more than the 


work of an undertaker? Look at me," 
rejoined tho keeper with a touch of par- 
donable pride in his tones. "I think my 
mind is as healthy as most men's, and 
I've spent most a lifetime here. After 
a man's used to the work there is noth- 
ing excessively unpleasant about it. 
NO KEEPER EVER COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


"I have never had a helper go insane. 


It doesn't affect their moral natures in 
the least so far as I can find out. I never 
knew it to affect any one's particularly. 
We never had a helper commit suicide, 
and I never knew of a man's killing 
himself in or near tha morgue. 


"Do you have any trouble in getting 


helpers?" 
:'I can get more than I need. There 


are always a dozen or more applications 
than there are vacancies, and when I 
discharge a man I am overrun with ap- 
plications within twenty-four hours. No, 
[ tell you, the morguo is a healthy place 
to work in, public opinion to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, and a man who 
takes care of himself can live here as 
long as ho can anywhere," 


The late Dr. Frank H. Hamilton, who 


won a national reputation during the 
fatal illness of President Uarfield, agreed 
with Mr, White in every particular, and 
even went farther, 


"The effects of a rank growth of vege- 


tation," wrote the doctor, "aro much 
more pernicious to human life and health 
than the decay of animal structures. In 
the great Parisian slaughter houses, 
especially Montfaucon, where annually 
are brought 10,000 to 13,000 dead, dying 
or P'orn out horses, dogs, cats and otfter 
domestic animals, every portion of whose 
bodies was there worked over and used 
up for various economic purposes, the 
workmen enjoy as good health as tho 
same class of laborers in any other occu- 
pation. 


"In New York," he continued, "where 


large slaughter houses are scattered here 
and there along the water fronts, among 
the poorest hovels and tenement houses,- 
[ am told that there does not exist any 
more sickness than is usually found 
among the same number of poor in all 
the crowded tenement districts of the 
eity. Yet there is not a slaughter house 
in New York in which more or less of 
the blood from the slaughtered animals, 
with fragments of flesh, etc., do not lie 
in or about or under tho floor, there to 
undergo putrefaction. The mortuary 
md general sanitary statisticsof Chicago 
will probably not show that it is any 
more unhealthy today than it-was before 
it became the slaughter house of the 
world. 
Dessault, the famous French 


inatomist, was fond of repeating the old 
laying, 'Whenthe animal dies tfie-poison 
iiea, too.' "—New York MailandiExpress.

WORKING DOGS IN BELGIUM. 


Farced to Do Much I*bor and then Al- 


most Starved to Death. 


Now it must cot be thought that dogs 


in carts are only to be seen now and then 
(a Belgium. Quite the reverse, for tbe 
dog seems, especially in Brussels, to be 
the chief beast of burden. Here I must 
state I think the loads put after the poor 
brutes are at times out of all reason too 
heavy. Brussels is in places deucedly 
hilly and steep, and to put 400, 600 or 
800 pounds after a dog is too much of a 
good thing. Again, the dogs are not 
overfed. The Flemish farmers are as a 
rule very close livers. Most of them 
drink their coffee without milk, so as to 
be able to convert the latter, which, of 
course, they produce, into King Leo- 
pold's coin. Kow these farmers live on 
next to nothing, so we can imagine that 
the dogs do not come in for much grub 
of any strengthening nature. I believe 
their food consists of buttermilk and po- 
tato parings all boiled up together, and 
often not They feed their dogs llk<rstore 
pigs, and it is no wonder the poor ani- 
mal's loins are thin and their rib bones 
are very prominent. Still they toil on, 
willing creatures to a degree. 


It is a wonder to me how their legs 


stand the work so well. All ore sound, 
or perhaps I had better write compara- 
tively sound. Their bone is great for 
their bodies, and tha feel seem to stand 
the strain well These dogs really take 
the place of asses in Belgium, where few 
of the latter are seen. A good working 
dog fetches $35 or $40, and considering 
the amount of work he gets through he 
is not a dear dog at that sum. I saw 
several on sale in the Brussels market 
on Sunday morning last 


Tha working dog is generally of a 


sturdy build. If an American or Eng- 
lishman were asked how the dogs were 
bred, his reply would be: "Probably be- 
tween a mastiff and a smooth sheep 
dog;" and as there seems to be no dis 
tinct breed of these dogs, tho foregoing 
might bo generally accepted as a dofini- 
fion of the appearance of tho breed. All 
li lUers use dogs for their carts. There 
,110, however, no shafts to these con 
cerus, but the dog works underneath. 
There is a crossbar placed just under the 
handles of the cart and by means of a 
bent axlo tree the dog can work under 
tho cart and between the wheels. It 
will be seen he is closer to his work than 
the dogs in tha usual fashion to be seen 
in milk and vegetable carts. The at- 
tendant simply steers the cart with the 
handles, excepting where the hill is 
steep, and then le boulanger lends but 
little help to the panting dog. 


Therefore, on tho wliole, I do not think 


the working dogs in Belgium are treated 
with the amount of kindness, good treat- 
ment and nourishing food they thorough- 
ly deserve. I am not one of those who 
are of an opinion a dog should not work 
I believe they prefer ordinary labor to 
being chained up hi a dirty, stinking 
yard, with but little but a pail of stale 
water before them. Let tha Belgians 
feed their dogs better, put smaller loads 
after them and have water troughs 
placed at regular intervals about tho 
sticets, and there will not be much te 
grumble at; and I should think the St 
Hubert society—that is the kennel club 
of Belgium—could do a lot to manage 
things a little better on the side of the 
dogs.—Turf, Field and Farm.

He said to me that 
ho felt deeply pained at the conduct of 
Mr. Irving and his friends; for they laid 
to his charge tho failure of their attempt 
to raise his brother from the, dead. The 
cause, they said, was his (tho older 
L juglas') -want of faith."—St James' Ga- 
zette.

The New Na»y. 


Commodore Dev?«y, Chief of the Bureau 


o' Equipments and Recruiting of the Navy 
Department, in bis annual report to Sec- 
retary Tracy, asis for a coaoiderablo in- 
crease in the appropriations over last year, 
caused by new vessels bsing equipped. 
As the new vessels have greater steaming 
capacity, the cost of fuel becomes greater. 
Paring the year the Dolphin used $35,000 
worth of coal, and as it is proposed to 
keep twenty-five vessels in commission all 
the time, the report estimates that cost for 
coal will be $750,000 per year. On June 
30th last there -were 8,437 enlisted men 
and apprentices in the navy. A large in- 
crease is recommended owing lo the needs 
of the new vessels. He also recommends 
o more rigid standard regarding the citizen- 
ship of those vrho enlist. Hereafter the 
man or boy offering to enlist should be 
native-born American. He should at least 
be a naturalized American, or, if not nat- 
uralized, he should have declared his in- 
tention to become a citizen. 
The princi- 


ples which the law sots up to govern a 
man's right to vote as a means to maintain- 
ing the integrity of the Union should also 
prevail to govern his right to defend this 
Union of States in time of war. 


MILK I-O8T8 IN THE OCEAN. 


The subjoined is taken from the San 


Francisco Call: 


People are laughing at Captain Walker's 


proposal to th» International Marine Con- 
ference at Washington for a system of 
light-chips stretching across th» Atlantic 
Ocean from New York to Liverpool. And 
yet the only fault with the Captain is 
that he is • little ahead of time. 


We, who live on tht shore of an ocean 


which is really Pacific, can hardly rMlize 
the fury of the gales whieh sweep tha At- 
lantic Coast, and yet all along th» most ex- 
posed portions of the coast light-ships 
anchored twenty miles from shore brave the 
most violent storms without swerving an 
inch from their anchorage. The wsveg 
dagh against them »nd sweep over them 
without shaking their hold of the ocean's 
bottom. They ar« aa firm as the rooks on 
which the billows b»at unceasingly -with- 
out disturbing c. stone. If these small 
craft can breast the easterly gales, why 
not extend them further out into the ocean. 


Of course the coast light-ships are in 


soundings—say in 200 fathoms of water or 
thereabouts. But a chain which will bold 
in 200 fathoms would hold in 2,000. If the 
light-ships were properly built, so that the 
chain could not be torn out of the deck by 
& sudden jerk of the waves, its length and 
its consequent weight would hold the •vessel 
wore steadily than a shorter chain. Receit 
observations confirm Captain Scoresby's 
calculation that in the severest storms the 
distance from the uisst of a wave to the 
trough of the sea is not ov»r sixty feet; 
thus the slack of the chain would not n«ed 
to be more than sea captains have to allow 
whtn tu*y anchor in the Bay of Fundy. It 
wsg demonstrated, moreover, by tbe cable 
telegraph steamers, that even in the storm- 
iest set known, tbe North Atlantic, the 
number of (lays- when a vessel COB Id be 
boarded by boats in midoctan exceeds the 
number ol days on wiich boats could not 
live; so that ruidoeean light-ships would 
be accessible for more tban half the lime 


Two advantages would be gained by 


Captain Walker's ayettiu. 
The science of 


meteorology would be greatly advanced by 
regular we»tber riporU from detached 
point* extending across the ocean, and the 
chance of shipwreck would be minimized. 
And in the event of wreck, boats would 
Cad baveni of refuge stretched across tbe 
ocean, instead of having to wait to be 
picked up by panioc vessels, »,g now. 
None o! as will live lo ie» Iks establish- 
merit in nidooe&u of a seaport 
willi 


whaives, btore-hons's nnd dockn, guch as 
the Captai&'a exuberant fancy conjurei np, 
bat there la no reason why we should cot 
have lifiM-ships farther to sea than auj» 
now in existence.
